Decrease in Mail Matter 
Deficit 


Shangha, 
‘The report of the Post Office fiscal 
year July 1, 1982, to June 30, 1993 
just issued by the Directorate Gener: 
of Posts, records a decline in business 
over the previous year and a still 
further deficit in their operation. 

‘This is largely blamed on the loss 
of the Three Eastern Provinces and 
enol and, as the report states, this 
Joss made’ the diference between a 
vast Increase of business and the re- 
grettable drop recorded. In addition 
fo these difeulties the bandit con- 
itions in Kiangsi, Hupeh and Hunan, 
with the trouble in Sinkiang, has 
caused the severance of communica 
tions “with these areas and « cor- 
responding decrease in the carrying 
‘of mail matter. 

‘The frst section of the general re- 
port follows:

At the risk of somewhat labour 
ing a -subject—though the im- 
portance of some of its aspects: 
must be the best possible excuse— 
reference is again made to the 
proposed operations of the Shang- 
hai Trotting Club, which has an- 
nounced its intention of com- 
mencing next Saturday evening on 
the Chinese Jockey Club Course at| 
‘Yangtszepoo. ‘The position of the 
Club in question is worthy of some 
consideration. It would appear 
from the statements which have 
been issued to the Press that a 
body known as the Metropolitan 
Sporting _ Association has been 
formed for the puxpose of manag- 
ing the sporting events which take 
place on the Yangtszepoo Cour:

That conditions have im- 
proved ‘greatly since that abortive 
fattempt to destroy the govern 
ment cannot be gainsaid, and it 
jwould appear that the immediate 
threat to the peace of Europe has 
been removed. That is supported 
by the withdrawal of the Italian 
troops which were despatched to 
‘the Austrian frontier, ready, ac- 
cording to Signor Mussolini, to 
take action in the event of the in= 
ldependenee of the country being 
interfered with through any 
‘action which would lead. towards 
the further development of the 
German Anschluss. Across the 
border the Austrian Nazi legion is 
being disbanded and the German 
Government is giving indications 
of something in the nature of a 
willingness to accept the existing 
state of affairs, if not for all time, 
Jat east for the present. It is 
possible that the internal condi- 
tion of Germany itself, which 
from an economic point of view 
is giving Herr Miller's Govern- 
ment no little food for anxious 
thought, may also prove a factor 
tending towards at least a tempor- 
lary stabilization, thereby affording 
a respite from the threat of war in 
[Europe which for some time past 
has been all too threateningly ap- 
parent. It does not necessarily 
mean that the danger of war has 
been wholly averted, though it is 
justifiable to believe’ that for the 
Present the danger of an outbreak 
is not so imminent as it was only 
Ja very few weeks ago. ‘That, of 
course, is a very gratilying slate 
lot affairs, as much as can be ex- 
pected in these troublous times, 
when mankind must, ‘perforce, be 
thankful for the ‘smallest of mer= 
cies. 

But it must not be believed that 
the solution of the Jast crisis in 
JAustria has done anything. to 
bring about a permanent sett 
ment of the questions which Ger-

moment, Austrian Nazis in Bavaria 
jare being broken up, the fact is 
that, though there might be a lull 
jwith regard to Austria, there is 
Jevidence to show that activities In 
countries which Germany thinks 
ishould come within the Anschluss, 
lave by no means been abated. 
{italian action at the time of Dr. 
Dollfuss's murder has had the 
moral effect of establishing an 
HHalian protectorate over the ex- 
‘sting Austrian government which 
is pledged to maintain the coun- 
jtry’s independence in the fullest 
meaning of the word. If from the 
German point of view this conten- 
tion may be countered by the al- 
egation that Italy is doing pre- 
cisely what it objects to Germany 
Jdoing, and there is a certain 
Jamount of justice in such an argu- 
ment, though while German. inter- 
ference in the government of 
Austria would have the result, if 
Jsuccessful, of bringing about the 
jutter loss’ of Austrian independ- 
Jence, the Italian action is de- 

yned to preserve it, even though 
this may create a tendency to- 
wards its ° accepting the leader- 
ship of Rome in its governmental 
policies. ‘That amounts to a 
vietory, temporary or otherwise 
jas only subsequent history can 
show, for the Italians in their 
struggle for then 
Danube Basin. Admi 
ja gain is found in the visit of 
the Austrian Chancellor to Tly 
for the purpose of conferring with 
Signor Mussolini, and though the 
details of the consultations be- 
tween the two statesmen have 
not been divylged, it is safe to 
believe that the chancelleries of 
Rome and Vienna are closer toge- 
ther now than they have been for 
a very long time past. 


‘There are, however, very few 
illusions prevalent in Europe as to 
what Is likely to follow. News- 
papers in Rome say that Nazi 
dreams have faded promptly be- 
fore the display of Italian forces. 
‘The game, they say, has not! 
‘been abandoned, and the apparent 
calm now reigning in the Austrian 
situation ts not to be trusted. “Il 
Lavoro” suggests that the present 
German attitude 1s one of dis 
simulation." If it is, there is 
nothing surprising about the fact, 
for, in the incidents which have 
just been brought to a close, 
while Germany may admit some- 
thing in the nature of a reverse, 
it is certainly not prepared to 
believe that it has suffered any- 
thing in the nature of a decisive 
defeat, while to suggest that the 
issue as to predominating influence 
In the Danube Basin has been 
settled once and for all is to sug- 
Jgest something totally at variance 
‘with the facts and the characteris- 
tics of the nations involved. If the 
Jcommuniqué issued following two| 
conversations between the Italian 
Jand Austrian leaders means any- 
thing at all, it means that both of 
them see eye to eye on practically 
Jevery question of policy, not, per- 
haps, wholly because of Austrian 
Jconvietion of tne propriety of such 
policy but because Italy provides 
avery present help in time of 
trouble for the Government which 
is now controlling Austrian des- 
tinies. The present situation may, 
therefore, be expected to continue 
for some time to come. Herr 
Hitler is faced with internal prob- 
ems in Germany which are like- 
ly to engross most of his atte 
tion, Economically, German 
not in a particularly good position; 
there are indications that affairs 
fare steadily going from bad to 
worse and that the whole of the 
Fuchrer’s activities for the coming 
‘winter will be devoted to staving 
off crises and meeting new devel- 
opments as they arise. There is 
also the important need for fully 
Jconverting the whole of Germany 
fo the Nazi doctrines. ‘That about 
ten per cent. of the nation had 
the hardihood to declare against 
the Fuehrer in his dual position 
of President, must be taken as. 
evidence of a’ stronger fecling than 
the comparative small ratio of| 
non-supporters would imply. That 
hhe is being opposed by the Roman 
Catholic Church seems clear from 
some of the deductions it is pos- 
‘sible to draw from the voting, and, 
though at the moment the struggle 
between the Nazis and the Church 
has not yet reached the heigh's| 
it Is anticipated it will ultimately, 
there Is every reason to believe 
‘that Herr Hitler will be too busily, 
‘occupied at home to be able to 


























spend much time upon the devel- 
opment of the favourite German 


plan. Taken all in all, therefore, 
Is possible that Europe, for the 
time being at any rate, has been 
Jgranted a breathing space, during 
‘which time it may be possible to 
postpone further the danger of 
Jopen hostility which seemed so 
near a brief months ago. 


CO-OPERATION 
Aug. 24. 

To-morrow Mr, Louis Beale, H. 
‘M. Commercial Counsellor, leaves 
for England on a special official 
mission the chief object of which, 
it is understood, is to give 
British industry “at home the 
benefits of the very energetic work 
which he has done in China. He 
has had a particularly varied 
jexperience of trade conditions 
throughout the world prior to his 
‘coming to this country and during 
‘the short time he has been here he 
has acquired an exceptional grasp of | 
conditions under which it is pos~ 
sible to do business here. The 
result is that it would indeed be 
difficult to find a man better fitted 
to undertake the particular task 
which he has ahead of him, which 
should inevitably lead to’ closer 
Jand better informed contacts be- 
tween British industry on the one 
hand and the markets in China on 
the other. During the two and a 
half years in this country, coming 

they did after his first visit as 
‘@ member of the British Economic 
‘Mission in 1930, Mr. 
succeeded in obtaining the confid- 
Jence and trust, not only of the British 
merchants in China, but also of 
an exceptionally large number of 
[Chinese with whom he has come 
in contact, and who have learned 
to appreciate his good qualities, 
Added to a remarkable grasp of 
the facts of his subject, Mr, Beale 
has great ability as an orator 
which has enabled him to com- 
mand the attention of the many 
gatherings which he has so ably 
addressed. If Mr. Beale, during 
‘his stay in England, is able to in- 
fluence a wider industrial public to 
take a greater interest in affairs in 
China, he will have done an 
enormous service, not only to the 
British trader, but to the Chinese 
nation, which the former, after all, 
is merely out to serve. 

It requires buc a ttle considera- 
tion to show that China presents 
otentialities which have not yet 
been fully recognized by traders in 
other countries. Glibly they talk 
jof the possibilities of this market, 
but when they do so they are more 
concerned with articles of tempor- 
ary requirement than with the 
development of the country in the 
‘direction which other nations have 
followed in the comparatively 
cent past. It would, of course, be 
incorrect to state that even ‘the 
limited market which many trad- 
Jers up to recent times have only 
‘seen in China has been exhausted. 
But it is becoming more and more 
‘a demonstrable fact that the real 
service to be rendered to the 
Chinese is in the supply of those 
‘capital goods upon which economic 
Progress must ultimately be based, 
It is along these lines that Sino- 
British co-operation should pro- 
Gress. It is by no means an ex- 
aggeration to state that there are 
Possibilities for the investment of 
Chinese and foreign capital in 
‘China such as probably cannot be 
paralleled in any other part of 
the world. The fact that this 
potentiality has not been availed 
Jof in the past is due in the main 
to circumstances over which the 
foreigner has had little or no 
control. There is, first of all, the 
Jack of that security without 
which foreign capital will not 
jenter a country. Secondly, there 
has been a tendency on the part 
of legislators in Nanking to pro- 
‘duce enactments—probably dictat- 
ed by an exaggerated nationalism 
which has still to disappear—eal- 
‘culated not only to hinder the co- 
Joperation of British and Chinese 
[capital, but to place such obstacles 
in the way as to render it practi- 
[cally impossible of execution. Proof, 
of this may be scen in the fact 
that, with one or two notable ex- 
ceptions, it is difficult to obtain 
Jany foreign capital investment 
outside the protection afforded by 
the treaty ports. It is further 
Jemphasized by the knowledge that, 
/Sino-British co-operation, outside | 
‘the same areas is subject to re- 
[strictions and, possibly, interfer- 
jence, which leads the ‘British in 
vestor to look upou any proposals 
to launch his money in this direc- 
tion, not only with a fair amount 
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}of diffidence, but no small amount 
of scepticism. 

The recognition of the fact 
that foreign expert aid is neces- 
sary for the improvement of 
China’s prospects in the realm of 
Jgovernmental administration, car- 
ries with it the corollary” that 
similar assistance is required in its 
lordinary private economic life. In 
addition it is clear that consider- 
able capital, more it is to be be- 
lieved than’ China can easily find 
itself, is needed, and with the large 
investments which British eapital- 
{sts have in this country already, 
who better could be asked to sup- 
ply what is necessary for its fur- 
ther development? It is not ex- 
ploitation which is desired, But 
there is available in the world 
large sums of money, idle, await- 
ing some — investment ' outlet 
such as China in certain circum- 
stances could present most attract- 
ively. In one way the country is, 
different from all other large 
tracts which have been developed. 
Unlike Canada, America, Aus- 
tralia which had to be populated 
frst, China is already fitted with 
@ huge population providing a re- 
servoir of labour which is prac- 
tically inexhaustible. AN it wants 
is the capital and that can be 
found by joint Sino-foreign invest- 
ment. Factors mililating against 
such a development have already 
been outlined. ‘They do not repre- 
sent insuporable obstacles, and it 
is difficult to escape the conclusion 
{hat if China made prospects some- 
What more inviting than they are 
at present the assistance which she 
obviously needs to take her place 
amongst the really-developed na- 
lone of the world would speedily 
be forthcoming.

HOSPITALS, 
Auge 25. 

Among the interesting docu- 
ments that have recently come to 
‘hand, few are, perhaps, of so great 
importance as a brochure report 
ing the result of “An Enquiry into 
the Present Efficiency of Hospit- 
als in China, with Special Refer 
‘ence to Recent Growth,” compiled 
by Dr. John A. Snell, Superinten- 
dent of the Soochow Hospital, and 
presented at the general conference 
of the Chinese Medical Association 
last April. Because of investiga- 
tions made by Dr. Balme, Dean 
lof the School of Medicine ‘of the 
‘Cheloo University, it has been 
possible to form some idea of the 
manner in which the hospitaliz 

ion of this country is proceeding, 
and though it is apparent that a 
great deal still remains to be done, 
‘the report provides evidence to 
justify the .belief that substantial 
Drogress has _been made in several 
directions. Dr. Balme's investiga 
tion made some astonishing re 
velations regarding the efficiency, 
or lack of efficiency of mission 
hospitals, which, no doubt, had a 
great effect upon Mission Boards 
jabroad, causing them to give more 
heed to the quality of the work 
[being done in mission hospitals. 
‘Now it is found that while medical 
missions have decreased in. num- 
ber they have intensified work in 
the central hospitals, and Dr. 
Snell claims, as a result of his in- 
quiry, that the present valuation 
of their work is four to five fold 
jgreater than it was a brief four- 
[teen years ago. In the investig- 
fations of which the document 
junder review is the report all 
classes of hospitals have been 
covered, dealing principally with 
Chinese patients, no matter whe- 
ther they were mission, private 
governmental, or municipal, and 
‘though the replies to the question- 
naires which were sent out do not 
represent all the hospitals ap- 
proached for information, and 
though even in those which have 
been returned the information for 
fone reason or another is not 
complete, yet sufficient data are 
provided from which a very fai 
idea of the condition of existing 
hospitals in China can be obtained 
and the progress made during” the 
last fourteen years adequately 
Jassessed. 

Questionnaires totalling 430 were 
‘sent out, and 312 replies of some 
nature received, of which 177 
were from mission and 135 from 
private and government hospitals, 
not sufficient to give a thoroughly 
detailed study of the whole situa- 
tion, but, nevertheless sufficient to 
lenable the compilation of a fairly 
informative picture. ‘This has per 



































mitted the preparation. of no 
ess thun 155 tabulations giv- 
ing details of every feature 
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of hospital work so far as the re- 
plies received went. In some 
eases the findings are astonishing. 
‘Thus according to. Dr. Balme in 
1919 the 189 ‘hospitals which he 
covered had a total value of $6,- 
4667700 or an average per hospital 
of $36,916. The 214 hospitals now 
Gealt with represent a total value of 
$43,467,121, with an average 
per hospital of $214,485, giving a 
Fatlo of one to. six. Then 
fight per cent hada pure water 
supply, and six per cent had it laid 
on throughout the hospitals; now 
from 42 to 80 per cent. have satis- 
factorily solved the water problem, 
‘Then ffty per cent seldom oF 
never bathed their patients; now 
70 per cent. bathe on admission, 
and’ 81 per cent. regularly. Only 
halt had their dietary under con- 
tol; now it is 94.5 per cent: 37 
per cent, possessed no bedding: 
row 80 per cent. have an adequate 
supply. Tt would be possible to 
eproduce at very great. length 
further percentage "comparisons, 
‘but it is perhaps sufficient to add 
just one or two more items. In 
1019, 189 hospitals had equipment 
valued at $850,761; to-day 214 in- 
stitutions possess no less than $0,~ 
582,443 worth. ‘The annual budget| 
of these Tatter amounts to $15,000,- 
000, and the total number of new 
outpatients amounts to. 1.585,875, 
‘and 2,262,063. relurns per annum, 
‘the average per hospital of, 
jents receiving treatment 
from ten to 25 days was 1,154. 
‘When there is so much to criti- 
cize in Ching, itis more than a little 
fratifying to note the immense 
progress which has been made be- 
ween the compilation of the two 
reports. Of course, It but touches 
‘the fringe of the enormous mass of 
suffering which still requires at- 
tention in China, and the room for 
development is so great as to pre- 
sent an almost staggering | pros- 
pect of the work which stil re~ 
ins ahead, but. the report 
tates that a large number of the 
hospitals have elaborate plans for 
entire new plants, new building 
new undertakings and new equip: 
ent. It is afar ery from. the

‘The question of noise, about. 
which correspondents have been 
writing at some length to this 
paper, is not confined to Shanghai 
alone. Indeed, judging trom com- 
plaints which ' originate in other 
cities in the world, it is reasonable 
to assume that it is one of the 
penalties of greatness, and that 
only in backward towns, and 
villages, where a little grass can 
still grow in the streets, can that 
delightful humming peace be ever 
Jexpected again. ‘The quiet of an 
English village on a drowsy sum- 
mer afternoon is no longer for 
Shanghai; it went with the 
spacious ‘compradoric days, when 
‘the only work done was on mail 
days, and ponies drew the fastest 
vehicles in the town. Days when 
jeven the surface of the road tended 
towards quietness, whereas now 
it adds to the general discomfort 
by its resounding hardness. Cor- 
respondents seem to have singled 
jout the motor car as responsible 
for most of the trouble, and there 
is no doubt whatever that they do 
contribute much to the general 
‘uproar to which .a stop should 
be put. ‘There is also the mons- 
ftrosity attached to the municipal 
ambulance shrieking its way 
through the streets, and shattering 
with fear the nerves of the un- 
fortunate patient condemned to 
travel in it. It is a little difficult 
to understand why, when the 
fire engines can obiain right of 
way with the more harmonious 
sound of the Yell, it is necessary 
to use @ shriek as of a soul in 
[torment to hurry a stricken body 
to the hospital. There must be 
some -reason for it, hidden away 
jin the Olympian minds of those 
responsible for the innovation, and

their behalf, Mr. Seymour Hicks 
‘speaks of a noise cure for nervous 
Jdisorders. He barely touches the 
fringe of an important subject, 
‘The correct theory of noise is that, 
administered in large enough 
‘quantities, and persistently at that, 
it is expected that nerves will be- 
Jcome completely atrophied under 
ithe hard usage to which they are 
being subjected, so that for pos- 
sessors thereof noise will ultimate- 
iy cease to exist. It would, per- 
haps, be unfair to charge | these 
critics with ingratitude, because 
they are ignorant of the great 
[purpose at work behind all this 
noise, but it is hoped that now 
they realize how beneficent are 
the workings of that particular

‘They forget, .or perhaps 
ignore, the fact that films have to 
paso. two rigid censorates before 
being shown locally, and base much 
of their opinion on advanee publicity. 
Antagonism is often fostered without 
any real reason. ‘To encourage or

Industrial Mission 


London, Aug. 24. 


‘The industrial mission. under the 
leadership of Lord Barnby, will leave 
London to-morrow for Manchoukuo 
to study conditions there and to 
ascertain whether British industry 
can co-operate with local interests jn 
its development, 

No political significance attaches 
to the visit of the mission, whose 
four members have been closely 
associated with the conduct of the 
Federation, which is the most power- 
fal organization of its kind in Bri- 
tain, and represents British industry 
in general, 

‘The mission's programme includes 
a call of courtesy and goodwill in 
Japan with the object of establish. 
ing friendly contact with represen 
tive organizations of Japanese indus- 
try and commerce. Members of the 
mission will probably also take the 
‘opportunity of visiting some of the 
principal centres of Chinese trade. 

The importance of establishing. 
closer personal relations between 1! 
heads of industries in Britain and 
corresponding leaders abroad is gen- 
erally recognized here, and was 
emphasized by the prominent. indus- 
trialist, Sir Harry MeGowan, on his 
return’ from the For East some 
months ago.

Vigorous steps are being takea by 
the Government against undeveloped 
land in the, capital, especialy along

fare of Nanking. Owners of un- 
‘developed 1and along the road are 
given six months to construct bulld- 
ings over their property, or 
land will be taken over by the 
Municipal Government at a price to 
be Axed by the authorities, 

‘The Municipal authorities are dis- 
satisfied with the fact that there has 
been very little building construction 
along the Chungshan Road, especial- 


Gate and the Drum Tower, ‘This is 
mostly due to the exhorbitant prices: 
fixed by owners of land along the 
road. As a result persons who are 
ready to put up buildings are’ 
Prevented from doing so. In order 
to encourage building construction 
in the capital and to take suitable| 
action against undeveloped land 
‘here, the Municipal Government has 
issued an order that beginning from 
July 16, 1934, all owners of un- 
developed land within thirty metres 
fon both sides of Chungshan Road 
must register their property with 
the | Municipal Government _ within 
four months and must take out 
building construction permits from 
the same office within two months. 
At the end of six months when con- 
‘struction work has not yet been 
started, the Municipal Government 
will take over such land at prices 
to be fixed by the Government. 


‘The matter was recently referred 
to General Chiang Kal-hel and 
instructions have been received trom 
the Generalissimo to proceed with 
the proposed programme—Reuter.

Consular Activities May be 
taaed 


Tokyo. Aug. 22. 
Through informal inquiries here, 
virtually all the countries maintain- 
jing consulates-general and consulates 
jin Manchoukuo have learned. that 
the Changchun government intends, 
shortly, to take a decisive step in 
regard to consular activities. "The 
principal nations affected are the 
[United States and Great Britain. 

Tt was learned to-day from authori- 
tative ‘sources here that nations 
jwhich now maintain consuls in Man- 
Jchoukuo and accredit them to the 
Chinese Government at Nanking will 
be asked to place themselves in one 
lof three categories with respect to 
the new empire. 

‘These three classifications are: 


Nations that have recognized Man- 
Jchoukuo end maintain consuls. 

Nations that exchange consuls. 
lwith Manchoukuo under special 
lerrangements like the Soviet Union, 
without the formal consent of Man: 
ichoukuo and without recognizing 
the authority of the government at 
|Changehun. 

In the opinion of the Changchun 
legal experts now in Tokyo assisting 
Dr. Chao Chin-pao, President of the 
[Legislative Yuan, in drafting the 
new Manchoukuo constitution, the 
JAmerican, British and most of the 
Jother consuls-seneral and consuls in 
‘Manchoukuo are in reality unofficial 
trade agents. 

In the event of an emergency, 
lnarm to an American, for instance, 
lor a law violation by'an American, 
the case must be adjusted through 
the good offices of the Japanese. 
‘Any formal exchange of notes be- 
‘tween an American consul and. the 
Changchun Foreign Office might be 
construed as de facto recognition. 


American Interests 


Although American firms buy and 
Jselt goods in sizeable quantity in 
[Manchoukuo and no friction has 
jerisen, the Manchoukuo government 
now ‘believes that the time has 
Jarrived for it or the foreign govern- 
ments to clarify the consular situa- 
‘Manchoukuo representatives here 
say that, if travel statistics mean 
lanything, more Americans are inter- 
Jested in’ Manchoukuo than nationals 
of any other country aside from 
Japan. 

‘With Japan excluded, the United 
[States will be second only to China 
jin the value of goods sold in Man- 
choukuo. The United ‘States was 
{third until Manchoukuo's purchases 
lof Indian cotton were reduced. 

‘Officials at Changchun, naturally 
backed by officials of Japan, believe 
that the foreign nations have taken 
jadvantage of Manchoukuo's good 
nature, 

‘The United States, on the other 
band, insists that good nature has 
nothing to do with the case, that 
Manchoukuo is in fact Manchuria, 
China's Three Eastern Provinces 
temporarily separated from | the 
mother country by Japan's military 
units. 

Regardless of the contentions in the 
case, it appears certain that Man- 
‘choukuo, cr, Manchuria as the 
[United States’ calls it will shortly 
manceuvre for a showdown in the 
[matter of consuls.

farmers this year for their riee and 
silk-eocoons, have given rise to such 
depressed Conditions in the rural 
Jareas that the government must be 
‘prepared to continue public relief 
works next year on a larger seale 
than ever and also enforce perman- 
‘ent measures “to rehabilitate the 
farming population, which shows

‘The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forestry, therefore, proposes to ask 
the ‘Treasury to allocate the sum of

purpose of carrying out permanent 
measures to stabilize the price of 
silk-cocoons, 


Meanwhile, the Assembly of 
Nagano Prefecture, ‘an important 
silk-cocoon area in ‘central Japan, at 
fan emergency session, has passed a 
resolution ‘declaring’ that it is 
‘absolutely necessary for the govern- 
ment to grant the farming population 
of the prefecture a three-year mora- 
torlum on all debts due to the 
Hypothetic and other semi-govern- 
‘ment banks, These debts are 
estimated to total ¥.73,000,000, 

It is stated that the total debts 
‘owing by the farmers of Nagano 
Prefecture aggregate | Y.400,000,000, 
or ¥.1,300 per capita, while’ the 
present ‘selling price of’ silk-cocoons 
is so low that, in the aggregate, it 
barely sufices to pay the interest’ on 
the debt.

Gossip Publication is to Be 
‘Suppressed

ous publication, “Yangchow Gossip,”

Proceedings have been instituted In 
the District Court in Chinkiang 
‘against the publishers and the case 1s, 
due to come up for hearing on Sep- 
tember 30, ‘but the general view Is 
that it will be settled privately be- 
fore that time, 

‘Members of the local gentry, 
among them one of the delegates 
sent 10 interview the Yangchow Fel- 
low-Townsmen's Association in 
Shanghai, have reiterated that, they

main demands have been the with- 
drawal of the questionable book from 
circulation, and a public apology 
made ‘by 'the publishing company 
through the press of the country. It

TIENTSIN MINT TO 
BE RE-OPENED 


‘Result of Visit by Dr. H. H.

farmed militia, some of them being 
nomads and others James, and this 
strong Tibetan militia ts the well built 
bulwark protecting the frontier city 
of Tachleniu, But for this Tibetan 
‘army, commanded by these four effi- 
lent’ colonels, “Tachienlu, and the 
‘Chinese elties along the border, would 
be in constant danger from the Shan 
{tin robbers and other independent 
‘Tibetan marauding bands. 

‘Lozang Punteo, formerly a lama in 
the Saja sect, but now a terror to 
the Shangtrin robbers, occupies the 
‘extreme south, Kaowu Jayang, a dear, 
fat old lama, occupies the centre, coo- 
‘rolling his militia from the Chuemu 
Tamasery among the hills. “Nyaen 
‘Dandrin, an old historic nomad, much 
‘more wealthy than Job, occupies the 
north, the line of communication held 
by the colonels stretching from the 
Gong-ta to the Zha-ra, the two snow 
giants of Minya. General Huang 
spoke kindly to the different units 
resenting many of their number with 
en unbreakable tsamba bowl. 

"The Chinese envoy. displayed re- 
markable wisdom when he presented 
‘the Tibetans with a tsamba bowl. The 
nomad may do without money, and 
the draba without morals, and the 
Jama without virtue, but they all need 
Bowls, In fact, the only utensil in 
the Tibetan’s culinary department is 
fa wooden bowl from which he drinks 
hhig butter-tea and licks his barle 
flour. Present him with an unbreak- 
able bow! and you have touched him 
‘on a very tender spot. And Huang 
‘Amban knew this. Next to a violent 
coloured trilby the Tibetan loves his 
samba bowl. Again, as the bowl is 
supposed to be unbreakable, it will 
femind them of the friendly visit of 
Gon, Huang to the Tibetan borderland. 

Chinese Welcome 


‘And the welcome extended by the 


the north road vied with each other 
in thelr desire to show the “big man” 
what they could do.

‘The telephone has done wonders for 
this north country. ‘The | former 
magistrate of Hsiao Hslen, near here, 
stretched lines to many market towns, 
fand organized the militia.

sonal risk, with a little band of sold- 
fers, defeated the robbers in many 
skirmishes and executed a number 
fof their leaders. ‘The result is that 
this ‘section, along the Honan and 
Anhwei boundaries, that was for- 
merly one of the most lawless in the 
provinee, is now very peaceable. A 
few years ago I counted some twenty 
villages entirely deserted, not a 
living ‘thing inside.

‘soldiers had to burn out whole vil- 
ages in order to destroy the robber 
lars. Tt ‘worked. 

It is a pleasure to record progress

Sentenced to death at the age of 
sixteen for having taken part in a

After being arrested and sentenced 
to death, Prosekin, although kept in 
a “death” cell for’ more than three 
years, refused to believe that he 
would be hanged.

PROSPECTS 


Crop and Quality Both of 
Low Grade 
-Fnost Our Own Commssronsext 


Hongkong, Aug. 14. 

‘The raw silk market in Canton is 
dull and” featureless, according to 
the latest bulletin, "issued by the| 
Kuangtung Raw Silk Testing Bureau 
on August 1. 

Little interest is shown by Europe] 
and America, while the demand for 
coarse size sk seems to have 
Quietened down. ‘The fourth crop of 
aw ilk, on account of the cool and 
rainy weather in the silk areas, did 
not finish as well as expected. ‘This 
ferop yielded about 3,500 bales of 
only fair quality silk. 

‘In the absence of satisfactory de- 
mand for Kuangtung silk, towards 
the latter part of the period under 
review, prices have declined slightly, 
‘with “new style opened No. 1" being. 
‘quoted at $5750 at the close, there. 
Deing in all few transactions 

‘In this connection it is interesting 
to note that Canton Is awake to the: 
need for aiding the silk industry. 
‘Some of the decline in the trade may. 
be traced to the world crisis, but it 
{also known that China silk ‘has not 
maintained the high standard of 
excellence for which it was once $0) 
favourably known. 

‘Since the establishment ot the 
Silk Industry Promoting Territory in 
Shuntek County on July 1, a number 
fof sericuliure and silk reeling ex- 
[perimental stations have been set up 
fn various sections of that county. 

‘In order to understand the con- 
ition of the silk industry in this 
province before taking measures for| 
ts promotion, the authorities of the|

DOUBLE-DECKER FOR 
BUS COMPANY 


New Vehicle Just Completed 
At Connaught Road 


It has been fairly sald that often 
the best things come with the least 
publicity. In this respect, the gleam- 
ing new double-decker of the China 
General Omnibus Co., which made 
its official appearance at Connaught 
Road depot for the frst time on Fri- 
day, has lived up to the saying 
truly, 

‘This is far from being a copy of 
the double-decker to which ‘Shang- 
hal, ‘at first apprehensive, ‘has 
come accustomed, The first" on 
built on an ordinary four wheeled 
chassis, was purely experimental, 
‘such little detalis as overhead clear 
‘ance, cornering, width, and the like, 
requiring extensive experimentation 
before the final design for the new 
fleet was decided upon. 

‘Tho new design sis as up-to-date 

can be found anywhere and, in 
‘addition, has many features. which 
have been specially designed for the 
peculiar conditions familiar to Shang- 
at's intra-city commuters, 

"The first feature which will strike 
the -eye when the new bus makes 
its public bow on September 1, will 
be the fact that the door is’ now 
laced at the rear and that the stair- 
Way to the upper deck is placed 
there, Secondly, and this is a new 
idea, said to be developed only. in 
Shanghal, the door, on opening in- 
wards, forms a partition between the 
stalrway and the passage into th 
lower deck ot the bus, #0 there can 
be no confusion in the loading and 
tunlonding of passengers from each 
deck, 

‘Other outward details will then 
require attention. ‘The new chassis 
is longer, being six-wheeled, and the 
eneral alr of the vehicle is one of 
solidity and massiveness, without 
which” any modern bus appear 
faintly ridiculous. ‘The fomiliar Till 
ing-Stevenus oll driven, semi-diesel 
‘motor is still the motive power. 

Inside Improvements 

Inwardly, the new bus has many 
improvements. ‘The upper deck is 
arranged. for 38 passengers, no 
standing being allowed. Light-weight 
‘metal chairs, upholstered in blue, are 
Both ‘attractive and comfortable. 
Downtatrs, the front portion of the 
lower decic is also equipped wit 
the chairs, four persons thus silt 
abreast in’ the bus with the passag 
way between each set of  deuble 
chalrs. ‘The rear two fifths of the 
bus have the seats running the long 
way, but even here an innovation 
has been introduced through the 
division of each individual sesting 
with by bor of the white metal 
used in the chairs. No more simple 
device to prevent crowding on the 
‘seats could possibly have been devis- 
‘ed as, now, anyone attempting to 
crowd will ‘find himself sitting on a 
‘most uncompromising and uncomfort- 
‘able metal ridge. The bus will carry 
82. persons. 

‘There will be twenty or more of 
‘these vehicles put on the roads, all 
of them, at first, on the No. 1 Route, 
between’ “Jessifield and Hongkew 
Parks. The frst three will appear 
at fortnightly “intervals and the 
batance will follow one each week. 

‘At the official inspection on Friday. 
three directors of the bus company, 
Messrs. C. H. Arnhold, C. J. Meager, 
and H, M, Mann, in addition to oft- 
cers of the Traffic Section of the 
‘Shanghal Municipal Police, were 
shown over the new vehicle’ by Mr.

Bund Foreshore Not Flooded 
in the Spite of the Moon 


At full tide on Saturday night, at 1 
aim, the water of the Whangpoo caine 
wnhin 2 toot of the Bund.  tiad there 
been a strong wind blowing the| 
Fiver would undoubtedly have over-| 
lowed. As it was there was hardly 
Jany breeze at all and the only ine 
ident caused by the high tide was| 
that some of the drains in Hankow| 
Hoad and Szechuan Road overflowed. 
At 130 am, that night, the wate: 
‘was almost across the road at one| 
smal: section behind the Custom’s 
building. Drains had also overflowed, 
Jon either side of Hankow Road, be- 
ween Szechuan road and the Bund. 
[Undeterred by rumours of floods the: 
}P.W.D. continued to water the streets 
‘of central district until a Jate hour. 

“Spring tide" in autumn may 
Jsound paradoxical to the uninitiated 
Until it is understood that, in this| 
instance, the word “spring” refers 
Jnot to season, at all, but to a high 
ide due entirely to the gravitational 
pall of the sun and moon upon the 
seas when the two bodies are in a 
@irect line with the earth—at the 
Jnew and the full of the moon. ‘Tho 
exceptionally high tide which did 
‘occur on Saturday ‘night would be 
cecasioned by this common pheno- 
Jmenon oceurring at a moment when 
[the ‘moon is also nearest the earth, 
Jand so exerting its maximum pull 
fon the tides, explained Dr. H. Chat- 
ley of the 'Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board, in an interview with a. re- 
resentative of the | “North-China 
Herald.” 

‘Thus the spring de predicted for 
‘the night of the 25th had a range 
Jabout one foot greater than the usual 
spring tide. "In addition, the 
Yangtze River is at about its 
maximum, now, and although its 
height is ‘not great this year owing 
to the drought, it is still sulficiently 
high to raise the water level at the 
mouth of the Whangpoo River by 
Jabout one more foot. 

Were there reports of a typhoon 
fm the offing Shanghai might con- 
ceivably view with alarm the ap- 
proach of the spring tide, for a 
typhoon can raise the water level 
four feet, If this happened, together 
Jwith the tide occasioned by the pull 
fof the sun and the moon, then 
[Shanghai might anticipate’ the 
spectacle of water swirling in its 
streets at least two feet higher than 
that registered during the typhoon 
Jot September 18 last year when those 
who braved the Bund did so waist 
Jdeep in muddy water, 

Dr. Chatley frankly admitted the 
possibility of such a repetition is 
remote, for, he pointed out, it rarely 
takes & typhoon less than five days 
to reach Shanghai. None is at pre- 
sent imminent—and so, as far as 
can be foreseen, the possibility of an 
easterly wind piling the river over 
the six inch margin predicted, is the 
sole “danger to be anticipated. 


Purther Great Heat 

‘The second heat wave of the sum- 
jmer reached its greatest intensity to 
date on Saturday, when the mercury 
soared to 104 degrees, Fahrenkeit. 
Jonly 04 degrees lower than the all 
{ime record for this locality. 

‘This tremendous heat was registe:- 
Jed at Siccawel, but the Holy Trinity 
[Cathedral instruments were not Tar 
Juehind, an even 100 degrees being 
recorded there. ‘The maximum 
temperature was a sharp rise over’ 
the day's minimum, no less than 288 
degrees difference ‘being shown. The 
Jsame date last year, also unusually 
warm for that season, registered 93 
degrees, nine degrece less. 

Considerable surprise "was ex- 
pressed in Shanghai late Sunday 
Jafternoon when it was learned that 
the temperature during the day was 
lsome 43 degrees Fahrenheit less than 
ithe day before, as the heat through 
the morning and early afternoon was 
‘of the oppressive variety that was 
jmisieading. Siccawei instruments, 
fnowever, stood firm at 995 and the 
[Cathedrat recording was 95 degrees. 

‘The really stifling conditions of the 
night before, and of the early morn- 
fing, were to a great extent due to 
the tack. of the usual continuous 
south wind, which is Shanghal’s 
[summer saviour.

Dull Evening’s Exhibition 
at C.3.C, 


If Saturday's exhibition races at 
the Chinese Jockey Club's. course, 
under the auspices of the Shanghai 
‘Trotting Club, and with the good 
‘wishes “of the ‘associated Chinese 
Jockey Club and’ the Metropolitan 
Sporting Association, are to be taken 
asa criterion, then the venture is 
doomed already. However, it is but 
fair to state that several of the more 
responsible people connected with the 
affair were perfectly frank in ad- 
mitting that a mistake had been made 
and that the horses never ought to 
have been raced so soon after their 
Janding. It was understood that it 
{snot proposed to attempt anyt 
else for several weeks. ‘There would 
not be any mistake if racing were 
held off for six months, for the horses 
‘are entirely out of racing condition. 

‘The events on Saturday. evening 
]were no more than processions. During 
a tour through the stableo an opinion 
‘was suggested and ‘two horses were 
picked. By a coincidence they were 
Both turned out for the next race and 
both were back-markers. One sli 
ped through his fleld on the frst 
half-mile lap like a champion and 
shut up like a Jack-knife after that 
‘The other was totally out of hand 
and never attempted to race. The 
reaction generally on the Chinese, 
who never have seen trotting. be- 
fore, must have been disastrous, for 
invariable there were two or three 
horses well up and the others no- 
where. This was not the fault of the 
Inds in charge, every one of whom 
showed himself to be a very capable 
handler. 




















Poor Attendance 

‘The attendance was negligible, 
despite the very liberal distribution 
of invitations and the fact that no 
questions were asked at the gate of 
those who came without tickets.

‘damsels were equipped with pencil 
and what appeared to be betting 
sheets, buf they did no more than 
raw freehand sketches of thistles in. 
full fruif, Prince Charmings, and all 
‘that usually is done with pencil and 
paper in idle moment's. 

‘The Law's Majesty 

Further to deter any prospective 
gambler from having a flutter, oF 
‘the promoters from picking up’ the 
feathers as they fell from the flut- 
tering, four or five strings, each of 
about a dozen khaki-clad protectors 
of morals, threaded back and forth 
through the meagre crowd, Mausers 
drawn ‘and fingers on the triggers. 
In addition there were white-clad 
[skirmishers with rifle and bayonet 
who engaged in individual moral 
ing. It was a sight to deter the most 
convinced possessor of inside inform- 
ation from attempting a bet, or the 
most anxious hunter after percent 
ges from obliging him. The little 
ladies sipped tea. or ginger-ale, 
seribbled all. over thelr pads, then 
chewed their pencils, and thar was 
all that happened at the pari-mutuel 
‘counters. 

‘Asa lesson in the delights of 
trotting as a sport the evening was a 
failure; as an advertisement to 
tract pari-mutuel addicts it was a 
complete wash-out. The race-card 
stated: —"The rules of the New South 
[Wales Trotting Club will be adhered 
to as far as possible.” If that were 
Js0, New South Wales must be a very 
lonesome place.

A compari 
tively large group of ‘students who 
sail for America this year will enter 
Michigan University. 

‘The number of students, who lett 
for advanced studies abroad, was about 
200 before 1931. Since-the Mukden 
Incident, the number was decreased 
to about 80 and 100 each year. ‘The 
group of students going abroad this 
year is, therefore, bigger than any 
Since 1931.

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BRITISH EXPERT ON 
AGRICULTURE 


Collaborator at Rothamsted 
Station to Aid China 


Dr. John Wishart, Professor _of 
Agricultural Statisti¢s at Cambridge 
University, arrived here on Monday 
in the ss. Empress of Russia from 
England. 

Alter a few days here he will pro- 
ceed to Nanking where he will re- 
‘main for four months lecturing on 
the mathematical study of agricul- 
tural experimental work. Leaders in 
China's modern research into agricul- 
tural rehabilitation are also expected 
to foregather in the capital in order 
to avail themselves of this opport- 
unity of widening their experience 
under the guidance of Dr. Wishart 
with whom they are expected to dis~ 
cuss the endless problems of thelr 
work, 

Dr. Wishart left England at the 
invitation of the Minister of Industry, 
Mr. Chen Kung-po, and is coming 
in connection with’ the remarkable 
branch of work maintained by the 
Ministry, the National Agricultural 
Research Bureau. 

‘While primarily a mathematician, 
Dr, Wishart has had peculiar experi- 
fence in Hs application to agricultural 
Statistics in that for a time he worked 
in elose collaboration with the found- 
er of the Rothamsted Experimental 
Station in England, Mr. R. A. Fisher. 
‘A. Scotsman, educated" at Perth 
‘Academy and later in Edinburgh, Dr. 
‘Wishart is still a comparatively young 
man for the responsibilities and 
tinelions he has gained. He is only 
46 but has been an assistant in the 
Galton Eugenie Laboratory of the 
London University, trom where, after 
three years’ experience during ‘which 
time the head of that laboratory was 
the statistician of world repute, Dr. 
Karl Pearson, he went to serve’ in 
1927 as professor of mathematics in 
the Imperial Institute in London and 
later ‘as the statistician in the 
Rothamsted Station. 


Speclat Contribution for Ageieulture 


It was mainly due to his efforts 
that after 1925 the world was able 
to apply mathematics for field ex- 
periments in agriculture. Of chief 
Importance perhaps, in this connec 
ion, is ‘his contribution towards. the 
application of the method of analysis 
of variance in. fleld experiments, 
Apart from applied mathematics, Dr. 
Wishart has also gained recognition 
‘@ theorist in statistics and isa 
member of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh, member of the Committec of 
the Royal Society of Statistics of 
England and a momber of the 
Mathematical Society of London. His 
writings of thesis and articles on his 
special studies are considerable, 

To the layman, however, who 
thinks mathematics’ useful only for 
the “highbrow” and that agriculture 
is another method of spelling farm: 
ing, the importance of Dr. Wishart 
visit may nol be apparent. 

It is possible to live in Shanghai 
and Jose sight altogether of the fact 
that the future of China is inevitably 
dependent on the scientific develop- 
ment of agriculture. ‘The Chines 
peasant hax many good points an 
has never been acctised of being a 
poor farmer but he has not yet had 
the benefit of those recent sclentifie 
developments which have increased 
crop production in so many parts of| 
the world. China is a vast country 
and in spite of the efforts of many 
selentific workers in Nanking, Peking, 
‘and Canton the production per mow 
of the chief erops in China has not 
increased during recent years. 
‘Agricultural progress is slow when 
‘@ country is disturbed. 






































Nanking Research Bureau 


Recently there was formed the 
National Agricul Research 
Bureau at Nanking (as a branch of 
the Ministry of Industry) with a 
large staff of workers trained in 
various branches of agricultural 
sclence and provided with suitable 
buildings and an extensive experi- 
mental farm. Dr. Wishart will lec- 
ture in Nanking during the next four 
months by arrangement with the 
National "Agricultural Research 
Bureau—the head of which is Mr. 
‘Chien—on that branch of agricultural 
selence to which he has made such 
important contributions. He will no 
doubt visit other centres of agricul- 
tural work while in China and hie 
visit should be of considerable value. 

For some years past Nanking 
agricultural circles have had the 
‘benefit of Dr. Love's guidance and 
no doubt to some extent Dr. Wis- 
art's work will follow up _ the 
valuable ploneer work of Dr. Love 
fon biological statistics. Among the 
students attending the course of 
Jectures will be the heads of 
the principal experiment slations 
throughout China, 

‘Few things can be of as much im- 
portance in China as the investiga- 
tion of her agricultural rroblems by 
sound agricultural methods designed 
to give the most reliable information 
about the various factors involved.

RUSSIAN REFUGEES 
DETAINED HERE 


Eight Men and Woman Were 
Rescued in Storm

woman, who were rescued by Japan- 
ese water police while adrift in a 
small steam-launch off Korea on 
JAugust 16, arrived in their craft at 
Woosung on Friday night and were 
placed under the charge of the 
Bureau of Public Safety on Saturday.

SALT REVENUES 


An Investor's Questions 


To the Eaitor of the

‘Does _ this 
Imply that when all the promised {m= 
provements are brought to fruition 
there will stil be $48,000,000 worth

(3) My “China Year Book” for 
192-1022 tells me that the average 
yearly salt revenue for the three 
‘years 1915 to 1917 was about $60,000- 
‘00, with an average of about 
$600.00 for “expenses incurred.” 
‘The present article states that the 
expenditures for 1993, including large 
distursements (the actual. sum not 
being mentioned), upon an “extensive 
‘construction programme,” aggregated 
‘some $17,000,000. Must it fotlow that. 
expenses are to increase in the same 
ratio as increases in the reventie? 
‘The amount under this heading for 
last year certainly appears to be high. 
Let “the foreign bondholders hope 
‘they, too, may proportionately benefit.

‘Two small. rickshaw. owners, who) 
wished to apply to the Rickshaw 
Board for new licences, approached 
the first accused and were told that 
they got to pay cash security (pao 
cheng ching) in the sum of $10 for 
feach tieence.

head was dark with a long white 
beard and bled profusely. It was 
later removed by police and sent 
to the magistrate’s office. Certain 
residents claimed that the dragon's 
‘ascent to heaven was assisted by a 
large body of water which, in its 
turn, destroyed many homes and 
drowned many people and animals, 
hence this was heaven's vengeance 
for wreaking such destruction. 

In King Kong Mountain to the 
south of Taichow, around the coast, 
there was discovered a wild man 
covered with black hair and over 
ten feet in height. The hair was 
curly and shiny and could be seen 
‘at a distance. One day when it was 
raining, a farmer who went to the 
mountain to cut wood saw this 
strange figure. He immediately 
rushed back to the village and told 
his neighbours what he had seen. 
Armed with bamboos and a rife, 
‘scores of villagers went into the 
mountain and found the wild man 
by a cave. The man carrying the 
rifle opened fire, the bullet striking 
the man in the head. The giant 
{just scooped up a handful of mud 
‘and applied it to the wound, ex- 
hibiting no sign of pain whatever. 
Seeing this apparently miraculous 
cure, the villagers quickly dispersed 
and ‘now none dares to visit the 
mountain. 

‘Huang Yueh-huan, a ’ wealthy 
merchant, returned to his native 
village Shingho, Nantung, after 
several years’ business activities in 
the north. He is lame in one leg 
and is unmarried. Upon his return, 
a friend arranged a marriage for 
him, one of the conditions being 
that he should go to the bride's 
house and escort her to his house. 
Being lame, be did not feel it easy 
to fulfil this condition, so he 
decided to send his brother instead. 
Everything went according to 
schedule and the wedding cere- 
mony was duly accomplished. 
Later, in the bridal chamber, the 
bride’ was horrified to discover that 
her bridegroom was lame. She 
made a great outery and her 
relatives, who had accompanied 
her, also objected. Some suggested 
that the matter should be brought 
before the authorities. After some 
discussion, a compromise was 
reached whereby the brother who 
had escorted the bride should be- 
come the bridegroom instead. 

A woman named Chang in Yu 
Hsien, Honan. was expecting a 
child’ when her husband died. 
Strange to relate. the birth did not 
take place on the day expected. 
‘The woman remained in this condi- 
tion for twenty years so that people, 
‘came to the conclusion that she 
must have some other sickness. 
Recently, however, she gave birth 
to six boys and one girl. Each was 
about the size of a small kitten. 
Shortly after birth, they all died. 
Despite her age, the woman is quite 
recovered. 

Another important event was 
‘added to the history of the Hsiang 
Fu Pagoda on the summit of Shen 
Shan Mountain, Chaoyang Hsien, 
recently, when’ a strange monk 
jumped from the top to the ground 
and was transformed into a, 
‘Buddha. The monk arrived at the 
Hung Chi Benevolent Society In 
the city about a month ago. By 
helping to keep the place clean, he 
‘earned his living. One day, he told 
fhis {ellow-workers that he had 
had a dream in which the Buddha 
jin heaven informed him that he 
‘was going to become a Buddha also, 
In order to redeem whatever 
wrongs he might have unwittingly 
done in this world, he asked some 
of the workers to go to the pagoda 
with him to say prayers for seven 
days. As no one believed him, 
went to the pagoda alone, carrying 
candles, incense sticks, etc. Hear- 
ing of his story. a large crowd 
/gathered in front of the pagoda 
[the next day. He was seen on the 
top of the pagoda, praying. A 
policeman who was also among the 
spectators ordered the monk to 
Jeave the pagoda, it being feared 
that some disturbance might occur 
in view of the immense crowd. The 
monk at frst refused, but when 
threatened with a rifle being aimed 
at him, he agreed to come down.

KWANGSI’S SCENIC HIGHWAY 


Beautiful Stretch in the Link with Kweichow: 
Wonderful Panorama Over Mountainside 
Front Ove Wuciow Cosmesroxoet 


Among’ the thousands of miles of 
motor roads operating throughout the 
province of Kwangsi the section 
running from Hochih to Nantan on 
the Kwangsi-Kweichow highway is 
by far the most picturesque; surpass- 
ing all others in its natural beauty 
and has deservedly acquired the 
name of Kwangsi's Scenic Highway. 

‘The road runs through a wild 
‘mountainous area occupied largely 
by Chwang tribesmen and formerly 
not too safe for travel. Lonely 
stretches of country are’ traversed, 
towering hills climbed, deep ravines 
passed over, and foaming torrents 
crossed, and through the entire length 
of the journey of 96 English 
miles the traveller has thrills in- 
numerable and constant surprises 
that such innumerable difficulties 
hhave been overcome, and such 
engineering skill shown in the 
surveying and laying of this magni- 
ficient road. 

‘The work on the road commenced 
April 1, 1933, and. soon crude grass 
shelters had been erected all along 
the section through which the road 
was to. run. and 10,000 work~ 
‘men were busy with pick and shovel 
digging away the loose surface earth, 
while the mountains echoed with the 
Seady tick of steel drills as stone- 
masons prepared to blast away the 
mountain sides, and the deafening 
roars of exploding powder sounded 
through the hills from one end of 
the line to the other. So rapidly 
was the work pushed forward that 
within ten. months buses could 
travel the full length of the road 
though the official opening did not 
take” place until January of this 
year. 





Nature of the Road 
The road is 40 feet wide and 
has a surface’ dressing iy 
erushed stone which makes the road 
‘quite servicable even in the rainy 
seagon. Besides a number of bridges 
‘with level spans there are 56 arched 
bridges; 46 single arch, nine 
double arch, and one triple arch, 
‘and in addition there are 538 stone 
culverts for draining purposes. The 
bridges vary. in width | from 
eighteen to. 24 fect according 
to the requirements at the ‘place 
where the bridge is built the 
minimum width being eighteen 
feet. ‘These bridges are practically 
‘all made of stone reinforced with 
steel girders and laid in cement. 
Each bridge has engraved upon it the 
name of the contractor, the date of 
building, and the cost of erection. 
Buses make a daily run from 
‘Kingyuan to Luchai on the Kwangsi 
‘border, and return over the same 
route the following day. As a rule 
buses reach Hochih about ten am. 
Here a short stop is made to take on 
passengers and then the journey is 
Fesumed. After a seven mile run up, 
ja very gradual ascent the Ta-Shan- 
rang bridge is crossed. This bridge, 
-Kwel 
chow highway, Is 73 feet high, and 
‘spans a ravine through which’ runs 
fa turbulent mountain stream, Then 
Begins the ascent of the TaShan 
‘Tang mountain, the highest peak 
lover which the road runs. ‘The en- 
gineering work here is excellent. 
The road winds, bends and curves 











to say, the monk remained on the 
spot where he had landed.

up the sides of the mountain on a 
gradual grade of twelve degrees, and 
after slowly climbing 850 feet the 
summit is zesched and a panoramic 
view of the surrounding country is 
obtained. It is a sea of hills; peaks 
in bewildering ‘confusion rise on, 
every side and the traveller wonders 
how the bus is going to descend the 
mountain or get through the endless 
hills to the lower levels again. ‘The 
descent, however, is most gradual. 


Making the Descent 


Graceful curves, and sloping grades 
with a few sharp tums here and 
there and the bus once more is 
among the foot hills purring along @ 
level road to the next stopping place. 
After a run of approximately twenty, 
miles Seven-Li Hill looms in view 
‘and the ascent of 365 feet is made by 
[gradual curves. When the highest 
point on the hill is finally reached 
away off in the distant lowlands can 
be seen the small town of Chiae-ho. 
fon the banks of the Wild Chicken 
River. This stream is is not navigable 
Tn former years, before the motor 
road was put through, it had to be 
repeatedly forded by the  coolles 
carrying merchandise to and from 
‘Kweiciow. In the rainy season it 
became a raging torrent and annual- 
ly claimed its toll of lives of those 
drowned while trying to ford the 
stream. Another twenty miles of fairly’ 
level highway and the towering top 
Jof Old ‘Tash Mountain comes. in 
view. This is a great granite boulder 
whose sides have been blown to 
pieces in order to make the ram's 
hhorn ascent up its rocky sides. ‘The 
climb starts with a graceful horse- 
shoe curve, and then begins a spiral 
ascent which continues wntil after 
‘climbing for nearly 700 feet the sum~ 
mit is reached. Then a gradual 
‘slide downward of 120 feet over a 
six mile run and the car glides into 
‘Nantan, a small prefectural city—the 
aston the run to the Kwelchow 
border. Here new public highway 
‘offices and garages have been erected 
‘and a staff of polite and efficient 
Joficers are in charge who seem to 
‘take pleasure in catering to the needs 
lof the travelling public and who do 
{their best to make the journey both 
comfortable and pleasant. 


Air Field Planned 
In the northern outskirts of Nantan 











carried on toa stage where aeroplanes 
will soon be able to break their 
Journey or stop to refuel before con- 
Yinuing their Aight to or from the 
Kweichow capital. A branch motor 
road is also under construction run- 
ning from Nantan to Wungal, a 
market town on the northern bank 
of the Red River. Wungal is the 
termings for the larger native boats 
plying the Red River. These boats 
bring refined salt, and other mer- 
chandise from southern. cities to 
Wungai whence it is transported by 
coolies to various ‘points in Kwel- 
‘chow. When this branch line begins 
to operate it will simplify the trans~ 
ort of goods and increase the im- 
ports coming by this route into the 
interior.. 

‘The stretch of motor road from 
Nantan to Luchai on the Kwangsi 
border is also very picturesque, ‘The 
thrills received in ascending or 
descending the tortuous bends of the 
Bound Dragon mountain and other 
‘daring inclines are sufficient to fully 
repay the traveller for a visit to this 
part of the country, 

All along the public highway 
wooden slabs have been erected. 
marking out the meters along the 
road and telling in English figures 
the distance from Hochih. Danger 
signals with “Danger—Blow Horn” 
in Chinese characters have been 
placed at all dangerous grades or 
sharp turns. 

‘Trees of various kinds have been 
planted on both sides along the full 
length of the road which when full 
grown will form an avenue of sur- 
passing beauty and greatly enhance 
the pleasure of a trip over this 
scenic highway. 

Cost in Lives and Cash 

This highway not only cost the 
Provincial Government” over a 
million dpUlars in hard cash, but 
‘also was expensive in the lives and 
Limbs that were sacrificed in the 
undertaking. “Many of the workmen 
‘were seriously hurt or permanently 
disabled, and 150 paid the supreme 
sacrifice’ in one way or another. ‘To 
suitably commenorate the lives lald 
/down there has been erected at each 
end of the road—at Hochih ond 
Luchal—a small but attractive portico 
and near by a tall oblisk on which 
are inscribed the names of the 
honoured dead, and the cause of thelr 
decease. 

‘A great deal of the credit for this 
inter-provineial highway is due to 
Mr. W. W. Wang who when the cond 
‘was put through was at the head of 
the Provincial Bureau of Reconstruc- 
tion at Nanning and it was through 
‘Mr. Wang's untiring efforts that the

‘was at that time still a land of Mon- 
gols and Manchus. In 1684 when the 
Manchus ascended the throne the 
Great Wall was the dividing line 
Velween the agriculturist Chinese and 
‘the Nomadic Mongolians, but Chinese 
‘merchants had previously penettated 
into. the whole of Mongolia. They 
‘went in during the spring as traders 
or artisans, and returned in the fall 
‘with flocks’ of sheep, goats, cattle, 
and horses. Kalgan was the gate be- 
tween Mongolia and China ‘till the 
middle of the nineteenth century. 

In the latter half of the eighteenth 
century apparently ‘population pres 
Sure to the south of the Great Wall 
became so great that land-hungry 
Chinese began to penetrate north of 
‘the Great Wall, through the passes 
of Kupehkow and Hsifengkow. ‘These 
migrations of Chinese were not only 
‘not promoted but were prohibited by 
the Manchu Government. It was not 


the Mongols with their fierce fighting 
‘men were a menace to the rule of 
‘the Manchus. 

As a result of the Tripartie Treaty 
‘of 1915, Mongolia was divided for 
administrative purposes into Inner 
‘and Outer” Mongolia. Inner Mon- 
golia in 1914 was divided by the

—Jehol, Charhar, and Suiyuan. In

Szechuen Under an Enlightened Ruler: Work of the } 
‘Western Union University in Chengtu

During the years 1926-32, mission- 
ary work in the province of 
‘Szechuen has had its ups and downs. 
In 1927 the evacuation of the mis- 
sionaries from the province was 
brought about by the extreme anti- 
foreign propaganda and the uncon- 
trolled actions of large number of 
‘agitators.

‘New Life” Indluences 


Tt was during this “Fair Time” 
that “Marshal “Liu Hsiang, “Com- 
mander-in-chiot of the Twenty-First 
National “Army, brought together 
leading representatives from every 
county within the province. ‘The 
‘county magistrate, the superintendent 
of county schools, the director of 
county agriculture ‘and industry, and 
others from over 170 counties came 
to Chengiu on the invitation of the 
Marshal. For more than two weeks 
dally conferences were held, when 
Rural Reconstruction and General 
Chiang Kai-shok’s “Better Life Move- 
ment” were the main items of daily 
conference, discussion and thought.

and General S. H. Hwang (who war 
fon a mission into Tibet to further 
friendly relations on behalf of the 
Nanking Government) were seated 
in the front row. 

President Lincoln Dsang welcomed. 
the visitors, We “had received a 
special request from Marshal Liu to 
put on a demonstration with a De 
Laval eream separator to show how 
fresh whole milk ean be divided into 
(wo streams—cream and skimmed 
milk, Although at the present time 
the big majority of the "Chinese do 
not know much about the value of 
milk as an important food, they do 
know from custom returns that, 
powdered milk, evaporated cream. 
canned milk, cheese and butter are 
very unportént imports, 

No sooner had the machine started 
and the streams begun to flow, when 
the crowd rose to their feet trying 
to sce If they could see the peculiar 
workings of this seeming wonder. 

A few days previous to this de 
monstration, we had received at the 
University two samples of butter 
made from Yak milk and sent out 
from Tachienlu. One sample was 
the butter just as it came from the 
hands of the ‘Tibetans on the "mar- 
ches" —raneid, dirty and with a good 
pereentage of Yak hair mixed with 
the sample. ‘The second sample had 
been clarified by one of the mis~ 
sionary families. A member of the 
missionary community had been ap- 
proached by the local ofcials and 
Dusiness men of Tachienlu asking 
him what It would cost to install 
equipment and erect a building for 
the clarification of ‘Tibetan butter 
The butter would have to be brought 
anywhere from four to ten days by 
carriers from the Tibetan marches to 
the factory in Tachlenlu. We used 
this opportunity to show off the 
Tibetan sample as well as a big 
bowlful of freshly churned butter 
of our own making. 





Demonstration Number Two 
For some time we have been 
advocating the Improvement of 
the local Chinese goat, 30 
that it’ would provide a’ sur- 
plus pt milk for ‘humans. Having 


Feceslly purshased three Swiss dlr | 


goats from Tientsin, and having on 
hand the morning’ milking from 
these three animals—we took 
this opportunity to advertise the 
value of goat's milk as a possible 
‘and natural method of raising the 
standard of living of the big majority 
‘of the people, and that of improving 
conditions in'the life of farmers and 
small land holders. ‘The Chinese, 
like a large number of other natior 
als, have a strong prejudice against 
the mille of goats, 

'Nods of approval indicated that 
‘our samples were breaking down un: 
warranted prejudices in our guests. 

‘We, haa’ previously arranged to 
have ‘in the corridor our six-weeks- 
old baby billy goat, who had been 
raised for the last’ five weeks by 
means of a nursing bottle. Husky 
chap that he is, and having no stage 
fright, he took’ to the platform like 
an old timer to demonstrate his un- 
Diassed faith in goat's milk. He took 
the milk out of the bottle in a few 
‘“swigs” os his tail waged in a per- 
pendieular position like a high swung 
Glock pendulum. The crowd enjoyed 
immensely seeing the billy take his 
milk from the bottle—more than 
they would have from the dam, 

‘Atter dairy demonstrations, the 
visitors were divided into groups of 
about 40 or 50 and put in charge 
of one of the University staff 
Dental, medical, chemistry and 
physics departments, the model poul- 
try house and flock, improved dairy 
cattle and improved growing grains 
‘were all included in the round taken 
by most of the visitors in turn, 

‘Lunch was served in Hart College 
where was displayed agricultural im- 
plements, sprayers, copper carbonate 
dust grain treatment, Improved first 
generation laying "pullets, model 
fbutehes filled with rabbits kept under

Aviation Notes 


BLERIOT’S PIONEER 





i 


Just a little over twenty-five years 
ago, on July 25, 1909, M. Louis 
Blériot created aviation history by 
fying the English Channel from 
‘Calais to Dover. ‘To modern ideas 
‘of flying this achievement is insigni- 
‘dcant as can be judged trom the fact 
that on that day 1994 the same 
Jcourse was flown by a machine in 
the inverted position. However, 
when comparisons of equipment 
jare made Blériot’s achievement can 
Jonly be likened to the first fight of 
the Atlantic Ocean and other similar 
feats which to us now appe 
and highly dangerous. 

'M, Bi¢riots machine which was of 
yhis ‘own design was a high wing 
monoplane with a span of 245 t, 
wing surface of 1806 sq. ft. and was 
Atted with a three cylinder Anzani 
jengine of nominally 22-25 hp. 
‘Actually during the cross Channel 
‘Bight the power output at the start 
was probably nearer 20 hp. and by 
the -time halt way was reached it 
cannot have been more than 17 to 
18 hp. Fortunately at about that 
time a shower of rain provided 
some very necessary water cooling. 

‘The total weight of the machine 
including pilot and three hours fuel 
at 37 mph. was 660 Ib. giving a

Ministry to approve designs,’ inspect 
material, and no certificates of air- 
worthinéss to put up prices conse- 
quently this type of machine could 
be purchased for £400. 

‘On the 25th anniversary of this 
famous “fight M. Blériot was in 
England and was entertained to 
‘dinner in the evening together with 
‘a number of distinguished guests by 
the Royal Aero Club, For the frst 
time the Club had the honour of 
galcriaining the ‘Secretary of, State 
‘Marquess of Londonderry, and the | 
French Ambassador, M. Charles 
Corbin. Among those present were 
many ‘of the pioneers of British 
Aviation, many of whom have not 
appeared among aviators for years. 








Modern Progress 
When the progress in aviation 
[during the last 25 years is considered, 
we are led to wonder what will be 
‘the developments in the next quarter 
Jof a century. Already we have 
private owners who use their 
machines much as cars were used 
some five years ago and cruise at 
speeds varying from 120 to 160 
mph. Passenger machines with 
cruising speeds between 160—210 
mph. are becoming common, sports 
‘planes have speeds in excess of 250 
(MBN, and racing machines have 
‘reached over 400 mp.

Smuggler Flushed 
Recently one of the Finnish Coast- 
guards aeroplanes which was patrol 
Ling the coast in search of smugglers 
noticed a speed boat in Estonian 
waters near Eckholm lighthouse, In 
responsé to a signal to stop, the boat 
inereased speed and the pilot of the 
aeroplane opened fire. with a 
‘machine-gun. The men in the boat at 
once started to throw overboard kegs 
[of alcohol. ‘Two hand grenades

The men were 
Jarrested, and evidence showed that 
there had been 3,000 gallons of 
alcohol on board.

‘This work by Mr. Lamson is easily 
one of the most informative studies 
fof the subject which it has been the; 
pleasure of this reviewer to read. It 
is exceptionally well documented 
and the facts and the deductions 
therefrom are drawn with such 
dispassionateness as to make the book 
almost judicial in quality. A large 
number of the various aspects of 
Chinese life are considered, includ- 
Ing the incidence of various’ diseases, 
which appear to be treated in a very 
comprehensive manner, physical as 
well as-mental. "Perhaps the more 
Interesting part’ is that which deals 
‘with the actual life and problems of 
the Chinese themselves in their 
‘ordinary ‘mundane avocations. Thus, 
the chapter on Rural Problems deals 
withy a subject which is coming very 
much {0 the fore of recent years and 
is handled In a manner which, while 
‘times critical, is undoubtedly al 
tractive throughout. The author deals 
not only with the economic aspects 
of the problems, but considers certain 
others, such as illiteracy, transporta- 
tor 
pulation ina 
that any discussion of these subjects 
cannot follow the lines of old 
clichés, but requires consideration 
from a’ completely new point of view. 
Perhaps one of the best chapters 
Jn the Book is a careful study of the 
standard of living. It is compiled 
from the statistics which the author 
has given, and though the findings 
contained in this chapter may not be 
wholly applicable throughout China 
in its entirety, the conclusion come 
to is that where 
does exist, it may be counteracted by 
taking. into consideration the fact 
that, probably, in areas not covered 
the ‘standard of living Is very much 
Tower than in those distviets where 
some amount of study has been 
rendered possible. It is not contend 
ed, either in the book or in this
